To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  City  of  Winches ter 0 
Mrc  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  the  78th  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Public  Health  and  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City 
during  the  year  1952,  The  report  follows  the  usual  pattern  in 
accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health0 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  City  at 
mid<=year  was  25, 790 0  This  figure  is  ov“er  600  less  than  the  estimate 
for  the  previous  year  but  is  more  in  accord  with  the  figures  obtained  at  the 
Census  in  1951. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  i 6 0  32  per  thousand  of  the  population  remains  more 
or  less  constant  being  only  slightly  below  that  for  1951  o  It  again 
compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  which  also  shows 
a  slightly  downward  trend 0  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  10 0 6  per 
thousand  live  births  certainly  constitutes  a  record  -  being  well  below 
the  figure  for  1 951  and  it  is  also  the  first  time  that  the  figure  has 
fallen  below  20  per  thousando  However  in  reviewing  these  figures  it 
must  be  appreciated  that  comparatively  small  numbers  are  involved  and  the 
position  might  be  better  expressed  by  stating  that  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  has  fallen  from  14  in  1951  to  four  in  1 952 0  This  is  a  highly 
satisfactory  position  and  one  from  which  all  concerned  can  take  a  certain 
amount  of  justifiable  pride 0  Of  the  four  deaths  recorded,  all  took  place 
in  the  neonatal  period,  that  is  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  and  two 
of  them  were  attributable  to  prematurity 0  The  Still  Birth  rate  of  O023 
per  1000  of  the  total  home  population  also  shows  considerable  improvement 
on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  a.s  well  as  being  well  below  the 
national  figure 0 

The  death  rate  for  the  area  was  10o45  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  which  is  another  very  favourable  figure  both  from  the  local 
and  national  standpoint*,  Of  the  293  deaths  recorded  155  were  females. 
Only  19  deaths  occurred  under  45  years  of  age,  46  between  the 
ages  of  45  and  65,  whilst  228,  or  rougnly  78%  of  the  deatns  occurred  over 
the  age  of  65  years0  As  would  be  anticipated  from  these  figures  the 
two  main  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease  with  associated  vascular 
lesions  which  accounted  for  151,  whilst  cancer  in  its  different  forms 
was  responsible  for  65  deaths0  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  as 
the  cause  of  death  in  only  one  case  whilst  no  death  was  attributed  to  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis 0  Finally,  it  is  most  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
report  that  once  again  there  has  been  not  a  single  maternal  death  in  the 
City0 

Reviewing  these  figures,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  general 
standard  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  very  highc  Continued  improve^ 
ment  at  such  a  spectacular  rate  as  has  occurred  over  the  past  year,  is 


hardly  likely  to  be  expected  but  there  is  no  reason  why  the  present 
position  should  not  be  consolidated,  improving  steadily,  if  more  slowiy 
where  possible 0 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  under  the  control  of  Dr„  M0no 
Moore  made  its  second  visit  to  the  City  during  the  year  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  note  that  its  services  were  widely  availed  of  once  a.gai nc 
In  fact  the  number  of  persons  passing  through  the  Unit  was  over  500  xn 
excess  of  numbers  who  availed  of  the  service  on  the  first  occasion,. 

Full  details  of  the  findings  are  contained  in  the  report „  It  is  a 

matter  of  regret  that  the  Unit  will  not  be  able  to  visit  Winchester  again 
until  February  1954  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  that  time  its  value  may  be 
even  more  fully  appreciated  and  that  another  record  attendance  will  be 

forthcoming. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  shows  a  considerable 
decline  on  the  figure  far  the  previous  year*  This  decline  is  mainly 
attributable  to  measles,  notifications  of  which  disease  fell  ftom  471  to  51 « 
This  gives  an  indication  of  the  biennial  trend  of  tne  disease  -  1952  being 
what  might  ds  termed  a  non  -  epidemic  year,.  The  notifications  of  cases 
of  whooping  cough  show  an  increase,  but  the  extent  of  such  increase  is  not 
of  a  nature  to  cause  any  alarm*  The  notifications oi  tuberculosis  both 
pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  show  an  increase  which  no  doubt  is  attributable 
to  no  small  extent  to  the  earlier  and  more  rapid  diagnosis,, 


The  number  of  notifications  of  cas<ss  of  food  poisoning  increased  consider  at 
and  this  is  mainly  attributable  to  an  outbreak  that  occurred  in  a  Stores 
canteen  in  September  The  outbreak  was  brought  t©  the  notice  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  by  the  Stores  Medical  Officer  and  then  through 
his  co-operation  and  that  of  the  other  general  practitioners  and  the  help 
of  the  firm  in  question  it  was  possible  to  fully  investigate  the  outbreak,. 

All  known  cases  and  contacts  were  followed  up,  the  department  undertaking 
the  collection  of  specimens  on  behalf  of  the  practitioners  and  submitting 
them  for  bacteriological  examination,,  By  this  procedure  the  practitioners 

and  the  Health  Department  were  able  to  be  kept  fully  conversant  with  the 
progress  of  the  cases  and  the  risk  of  further  spread  of  the  infection  was 
limitedo  Seven  of  the  more  serious  and  resistant  cases  had  to  be  admitted 
to  the  Victoria  Hospital  for  treatment 0 


The  organism  responsible  for  the  outbreak  was  found  to  be  tne  Salmonella 
typhi-raurium,  the  organism  which  is  responsible  for  most  of  the  outbreaks 
of  food  poisoning  in  this  country,,  In  connection  with  the  bacteriological 

work  thanks  are  due  to  Dr0  Mackenzie  and  the  staff  of  the  Pubiic  Health 
Laboratory  Service  for  their  assistance  in  the  investigation*  Not  only 
did  they  undertake  the  examination  of  several  hundred  specimens  but  they 
were  also  most  willing  to  co-operate  and  advise  where  necessary,.  In. 
passing  it  might  be  noted  that  the  outbreak  provided  a  very  fine  example 
of  co-operation  by  all  those  concerned  and  this  effort  was  responsible  m 
no  small  erasure  for  the  speedy  and  effectual  elimination  of  the  infection* 

One  important  factor  which  emerged  from  the  outbreak  is  that  wherever 
communal  feeding  is  undertaken  a  small  specimen  of  the  meal  served  should 
be  retained  for  at  least  twenty- four  hours 0  If  such  a  specimen  had  been 
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c=> 


available  in  this  case  it  would  most  likely  have  been  possible  to  ascertain 
with  certainty  the  offending  food  which  carried  the  infection  in  the  first 
instance  o  As  things  were,  no  such  sample  was  available  and  the  source 
of  infection  must  therefore  remain  a  matter  of  conjecture  0  Efforts  have 

since  been  made  to  endeavour  to  get  Caterers  to  adopt, as  a  routine  procedure,  the 
system  of  retaining  until  next  day  a  small  specimen  of  the  main  meal  served. 

Section  D  Part  1  of  the  Report  has  been  prepared  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  gives  details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
The  statistics  contained  therein  for  the  most  part  speak  for  themselves  and 
give  some  indication  of  the  wide  sphere  of  activities  which  these  officers 
now  undertake.  The  housing  problem  still  remains  for  the  City  its  most 
urgent  Public  Health  problem  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  is 
slow  but  steady  progress  in  dealing  with  unfit  housesQ  Further,  by  the 
end  of  the  year  preparations  were  well  advanced  for  dealing  with  Winchester’s 
first  Clearance  Area,  In  addition  to  their  ordinary  duties,  a  special 
survey  of  the  hygiene  of  licensed  premises  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  This  formed  the  basis  of  a  special  report  to  the  Council 
and  resulted  in  a  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of  the  hygiene  of 
such  premises  in  the  City0  This  survey  was  followed  up  by  a  survey  of 
the  licensed  clubs  in  the  City  which  resulted  in  similar  improvements. 

Finally  it  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Corporation  for  their  generous  support  throughout  the  year  and  also  to  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  continued  co-operation  and 

assistance.

Administrative  Action  taken  in  connection  with  Housing  and  General  Sanitation 
for  the  year  ended  31  st  December,,  1952q, 

General  Although  the  Department  was  without  the  services  of  the  third  sanitary 
~~  "  inspector 5  Mr0  Hill*  for  part  of  the  year*  every  effort  was  asad^  .to. 

maintain  a  high  standard  of  administration*  and  this  was  reflected  in 
the  virtual  absence  of  appeals  against  notices,  charges,  etc„ 

As  the  comments  in  the  following  pages  will  show,  the  year  has  been 
one  of  sustained  activity  in  a  variety  of  fields*  including  a  survey 
and  report  on  licensed  premises0 

The  inspections  and  supervision  connected  with  the  preparation,  sale 
and  storage  of  food  is  recognised  as  an  important  duty  and  has  been 
well  maintainedo  The  achievement  of  a  safe  food  supply,  however, 
depends  ultimately  on  several  factors,  not  least  of  these  being  the 
measure  of  co-operation  between  food  traders,  food  handlers  and 
officers  of  the  Health  Department  in  the  exercise  of  their  respective 
duties0 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports*  the  general  policy  is  directed  to 
the  attainment  of  proper  standards  by  advisory  or  cautionary  procedure, 
rather  than  by  punitive  measure s0  In  one  case,  however,  the 
inspection  of  a  food  establishment  following  an  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  necessitated  the  seizure  of  unsound  food  and  disclosed 
serious  contraventions  of  Section  13  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
food  preparation  room  being  dirty  and  the  condition  of  the  equipment 
showing  evidence  of  gross  neglect  to  observe  cleanliness0  In  this 
case  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  had  developed  in  a  short  period  of 
time  and  indicates  the  desirability  of  frequent  inspection  of  certain 
types  of  food  premises,  a  routine  measure  which  can  only  be  achieved 
by  an  adequate  and  experienced  staff  of  inspectors 0 

As  in  past  .years  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  local  Pood  Office 
continues  to  co-operate  with  the  department  in  so  far  that  whenever 
a  new  application  is  made  for  a  catering  or  food  licence,  it  is  only 
granted  after  receipt  of  a  satisfactory  report  from  the  Health 
Department o  These  arrangements  for  the  prior  approval  of  catering 
premises  are  of  much  value  in  their  constructive  effect  and  ensure 
that  the  premises  are  so  equipped  as  to  facilitate  hygienic  practice 
and  to  obviate  infringements  of  the  Law  relating  to  structural  and 
other  conditions  in  rooms  In  which  food  is  stored  or  prepared,, 


In  the  course  of  their  duties  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  numerous 
timed  observations  of  chimneys  in  connection  with  industrial  planto 
In  one  case  the  emission  of  grit  caused  considerable  nuisance 0  This 

was  due  to  the  high  proportion  of  " fines"  in  the  fuel  and  the  high 
pressure  forced  draught  which  caused  a  grit  "carry  over"  into  the 
chimney. 
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Housing  Repairs 

The  work  of  the  sanitary  inspectors  is  still  concentrated  largely 
on  action  concerned  with  the  repair  of  privately  owned  dwelling 
house So  There  is  abundant  evidence  of  the  acceleration  of 
structural  decay  duo  to  the  virtual  cessation  of  repairs  of  a 
preventive  character,  particularly  where  the  property  is  within 
potential  clearance  areas. 

In  so  .lie  instances  repeated  roof  leakages  have  contributed  to  the 
acceleration  of  decay  and  the  development  of  dangerous  structural 
conditionso  In  many  of  these  cases  roofs  are  so  dilapidated  as 
to  make  repair  work  a  hazardous  venture  which  some  contractors  will 
not  undertake . 

The  action  taken  by  the  department  is  designed  to  extend  the  life 
of  as  many  houses  as  possible  and  to  ensure  that  occupied  worn  out 
property  is  rendered  weather- tight  and  free  from  nuisance  arising 
from  disrepair. 

It  is  observed  that  with  the  increased  costs  of  repairs  some  owners 
attempt  to  meet  the  situation  by  employing  jobbers  having  little 
knowledge  of  repair  technique,  with  the  result  that  the  work  done 
is  often  unsatisfactory  and  gives  rise  to  protracted  correspondence 
and  eventual  statutory  procedure. 

Complaints  relating  to  housing  disrepair  exceed  304  and  involved 
nearly  1,100  inspections,  in  addition  to  action  under  section  9, 
Housing  Act,  1936,  which  resulted  in  the  reconditioning  of  45 
houses  and  in  one  case,  complete  remodelling  and  recons truction0

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Smoke  from  Commercial  and  Business  Premises 


The  combination  of  a  heavy  steam  demand  and  the  use  of  Xovv  grade  fuels 
invariably  necessitate  more  frequent  cleaning  of  boiler  furnaces  and  at  the 
same  time  makes  it  very  difficult  to  obviate  smoke  emission  and  to  maintain 

steam  pressure0 


With  a  view  to  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  plant  and  in  order  to 
reduce  the  atmospheric  pollution,  one  firm  in  the  district  installed  a  new 
horizontal  boiler  that  was  fitted  for  both  solid  and  oil  fuelQ  Although 
the  steam  output  has  been  increased,,  the  coal  consumption  in  proportion  to 
the  previous  output  has  been  reduced  and  the  risk  of  smoke  production 
considerably  minimised,, 

Failure  to  obtain  suitable  fuels  again  resulted  in  grit  being  emitted 
from  a  laundry  chimney  that  had  been  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  for  some  considerable  time0 


The  fuel  supply  situation  which  is  now  difficulty  resulted  in  this 
setback  and  only  by  considerable  pressure  being  placed  on  the  National  Coal 
Board  was  a  constant  supply  of  suitable  fuel  secured,.  The  delay  in  the 
supply  of  parts  necessary  for  the  change  over  from  forced  to  natural  draught 
will  extend  over  several  months  and  some  tolerance  must,  therefore,  be 
exercised  by  the  department  pending  re-constructiono

Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  year  ’when 
it  was  found  as  in  past  years s  that  one  establishment  was  highly  satisfactory, 
whilst  the  second  which  is  housed  in  an  older  building,  required  a  closer 
supervision  to  ensure  observation  of  the  Byelaws  which  relate  to  overcrowdings 
cleanliness,  washing  facilities,  sanitary  accommodation  and  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases „ 

Registration  or  renewal  is  conditional  upon  the  Corporation  being  satisfied 
as  to  the  fitness  of  the  keeper  and  his  deputy,  that  the  premises  are  mi table 
for  use,  that  the  sanitation  and  -water  supply  are  satisfactory,  and  fir  i 
other  respects,  including  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  the  premia So 
suitab^  equipped  for  use  as  a  common  lodging  house 0 
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are 


During  the  year  five  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  registered  keepers 
in  respect  of  dirty  floors  and  windows,  dirty  condition  of  walls,  cei rings, 
staircases,  landings,  common  kitchens  and  wash-house s0 

The  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  provide  accommodation  for  51  lodgers  (46 
males  and  five  females) 0 

There  is  also  a  well  conducted  Youth  Hostel  (City  Mill)  which  during  the 
twelve  months  under  review  accommodated  9*786  members  and  provided  13*632  meals0 
There  are  ?6  beds  and  the  average  stay  per  member  was  two  nights 0 

Houses  le t  in  Lodgings 

Houses  which  are  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one 
family  are  subject  to  registration  and  inspection  under  the  byelaws  of  the 
Corporation.,  Registration  is  necessary  where  there  are  two  or  more  lodger 
families o 


It  is  known  that  there  are  at  least  seven  such  premises  in  the  area,  but 
it  is  probable  that  many  more  houses  exist  to  which  the  byelaws  applyc  Owing 
to  the  pressure  of  other  urgent  duties,  however,  it  has  not  been  possible 
during  the  year  to  carry  out  a  projected  survey  to  discover  the  existence  of 
unregistered  premises 0 

The  main  provisions  of  the  byelaws  refer  to  adequacy  of  water  supply, 
closet  accommodation,  suitability  of  accommodation  for  the  storage,  preparation 
and  cooking  of  food,  prevention  of  and  safety  from  fire,  cleansing  and 
redecoration  of  premises  and  the  prevention  of  nuisances0

The  inspection  of  food  premises  is  regarded  as  being  of  much  importance 
in  the  prevention  of  the  development  of  conditions  which  may  lead  to 
outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  and  due  attention  continues  to  be  given  to 
this  branch  of  the  inspectors'  functions 0 

As  previously  indicated,  the  general  policy  in  the  department  is 
directed  to  the  attainment  of  proper  standards  by  advisory  or  cautionary 
procedure s  rather  than  by  punitive  measures,,  In  one  case,,  however,  the 
inspection  of  a  food  preparing  establishment  disclosed  serious  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,,  the  food  preparation  room  being 
dirty  and  the  conditions  of  the  equipment  showing  signs  of  gross  neglect 
to  observe  cleanliness,,  In  addition  to  this,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
seize  nearly  600  lbs,  of  meat  which  was  later  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption,.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  firm 
concerned,  who  were  fined  £100  and  £20  costs  in  respect  of  several 
infringements  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  unsound  food  and 
the  prevention  of  contamination  of  food„ 

In  this  case  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  had  developed  in  a 
comparatively  short  period  and  indicate  the  desirability  of  frequent 
inspection  of  certain  types  of  food  premises,  a  routine  measure  which  can 
only  be  achieved  by  an  adequate  and  experienced  staff  of  inspectors „ 

The  following  articles  of  food,  being  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed  where  found  necessary,,  In 
certain  cases,  on  the  undertaking  that  it  would  not  be  used  for  edible 
purposes,  the  food  was  returned  to  the  wholesaler  or  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  and  utilised  in  other  ways  0

Glean  Food  Campaign 


The  effect  of  continued  attention  by  Inspectors  in  the  matter  of 
clean  food  is  evident  in  the  shops  throughout  the  City,  and  both  proprietors 
and  employees  are  advised  as  to  the  importance  of  maintaining  a  high 
standard  of  personal  and  domestic  hygiene 0 

Such  improvements  as  glass  screens  and  enclosed  glass  counters  to 
protect  foodstuffs  previously  exposed  to  dust,  droplet  infection  or 
handling  by  customers,,  have  been  installed  in  many  shops0  Gold  storage 
arrangements  are  increasingly  regarded  as  essential  features  of  equipment 
where  perishable  goods  are  sold  and  are  progressively  replacing  obsolete 
arrangements o 

Whilst  some  of  the  smaller  shops  rely  on  a  supply  of  hot  water  obtained 
by  the  use  of  apan  or  kettle  heated  on  a  gas  or  electric  burner*,  the  use  of 
water  heaters  capaole  of  giving  an  instant  and  continuous  supply  of  hot  or 
boiling  water  is  strongly  recommended  wherever  conditions  permit  the 
installation  of  such  appliances,,  Where  the  pan  or  kettle  method  is  used 
there  is  a  tendency  to  overlook  the  need  to  maintain  a  supply  of  hot  water 
at  all  times,  with  the  result  that  all  the  facilities  to  ensure  cleanliness  are 
not  available  as  required  by  the  Act0

LICENSED  PREMISES 


Hygiene  in  Licensed  Premises 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Health  Committee  and  with  a  view  to  asking 
the  brewery  companies  to  recondition  and  modernise  their  premises,  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  all  licensed  premises  was  carried  out  during  the  year0 
Altogether  a  total  of  78  on-licences  were  inspected  relative  to  general 
hygienic  conditions,  including  lighting,,  ventilation,  sanitary  accommodation, 
service  and  beer  dispensing,  etcQ 

The  observance  of  a  satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  in  licensed  premises 
should  be  a  relatively  simple  matter  compared  with  the  care  that  has  to  be 
taken  against  the  possible  sources  of  contamination  in  other  types  of 
catering  establishments  in  which  food  is  prepared  and  served,,  As  beer  or 
liquor  is  delivered  from  the  breweries  and  stored  in  closed  containers  there 
is  little  risk  of  contamination,  providing  the  pipe  lines  are  constructed 
of  suitable  material  and  kept  in  a  clean  condition,. 

The  important  factor  is  to  endeavour  to  secure  the  service  of  sterile 
glasses  to  the  customers  and  any  excuse  that  this  is  not  possible  during 
the  'Irush  hours"  cannot  be  entertained,  no  more  than  soiled  eating  utensils 
would  be  accepted  in  a  restaurant  during  the  busy  mid-day  period. 

For  the  purpose  of  glass  washing  it  w$.s  found  that  running  water  was 
provided  in  all  but  two  licensed  premises  and  that  in  most  of  them,  hot 
water  facilities  had  been  provided  over  or  near  the  glass  washing  sinkQ 

Certain  quaternary  ammonium  compounds  ("quats")  are  now  on  the  market 
for  the  purpose  of  being  added  to  the  wash-up  water  and  are  claimed  to  be 
non-toxic,  non~irritant ,  tasteless,  and  possess  disinfecting  qualities  and 
do  not  affect  the  head  or  clarity  of  the  beer„ 
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A  number  of  rinse  water  specimens  were  taken  from  several  public  houses 
and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  bacteriological  report 0  As  was 

expected,  the  bacterial  counts  of  the  rinse  waters  without  detergents  shaved 
very  much  higher  counts  (see  table)  than  those  to  which  the  detergent 
containing  ammonium  compound,  had  been  added, , 

Where  it  was  found  tha.t  lead  pipes  were  being  used,  it  was  decided  to 
take  samples  of  beer  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  lead  contamination  was 
taking  place 0 

The  report  of  the  City  Analyst  showed  that  the  amount  of  lead  in  the 
samples  was  found  to  vary  in  10  cases0  In  four  of  these  cases  excessive 
lead  was  present  and  in  one  sample  the  amount  was  3o6  parts  per  million. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  on  bringing  the  matter  to  the  notice  of 
the  brewery  companies,  all  lead  pipes  and  fittings  which  were  used  for 
conveying  beer  from  the  casks  to  the  beer  engines,  were  immediately  replaced 
with  more  satisfactory"  materials  such  as  stainless  steel  etc0,  and  that  by 
the  end  of  the  year  not  one  public  house  in  the  area  was  using  lead  fittings 0 
The  possibility  of  metallic  contamination  from  this  source ,  therefore,  has 
now  been  reduced  to  a  minimum „ 

Enquiries  were  made  from  all  the  licensees  in  the  City  as  to  their 
method  of  disposing  of  overspill  beer.  In  43  instances  (55$)  the  beer  from 
the  drip  tray  found  its  way  into  a  vessel,  most  commonly  an  enamel  buckets, 
placed  below  the  tray,  and  usually  at  the  end  of  the  day  the  contents  of  the 
bucket  were  filtered  and  returned  to  the  barrel 0  Very  few  of  the  vessels 
for  holding  this  drip  beer  were  covered  and  although  in  all  cases  the 
contrary  was  claimed,  some  looked  as  if  they  were  not  emptied  as  frequently 
as  might  be,  and  some  of  the  vessels  were  dirty  0 

It  is  understandable  that  a  publican  must  do  everything  he  can  to  save 
wastage  of  beer0  Under  controlled  hygienic  conditions  there  seems  to  be 
little  to  object  to  in  the  sale  of  'bverspill" 0  It  is  where  conditions 
are  not  hygienic  that  problems  arise,  and  also  where  you  have  a  licensee 
who  returns  beer  other  than  ordinary  overspill.

Summary  of  Block  Control  undertaken  during  the  year 

A  total  of  4,893  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  when  383 
treatments  either  partial  or  complete  were  carried  out0 

Partial  treatments  consisted  of  jfcest  baiting  on  premises  where  evidence 
of  rodent  activities  were  found.  Where  baits  showed  a 'no  take'  the 
treatments  were  discontinued. 

The  estimated  kill  was  1,660  rats. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  schools,  hospitals,  the  Hants 0  Constabulary  H.Q. 
and  other  large  properties,  making  a  total  of  12  in  all,  were  treated. 

The  estimated  kill  was  230  rats.

In  addition  to  the  above  4  dead  rats  were  picked  off  the  Sewage  Works 
screens. 


The  treatment  to  remedy  infestations  was  applied  by  the  rodent  control 
staff  in  accordance  with  the  approved  methods  for  rodent  destruction. 

The  practice  of  providing  free  assistance  to  occupiers  of  private 
dwelling  houses  has  been  continued.  Occupiers  of  premises  and  lands 
other  than  private  dwellings  who  desire  assistance  for  the  destruction 
of  rodents  are  required  to  pay  the  Corporation  for  the  expenditure 
incurred  in  so  doing. 

Preventive  measures  and  works  of  proofing  were  carried  out  as  a 
result  of  co-ordinated  action  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  rodent 
control  staff  during  or  following  the  process  of  disinfestation. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs,  etc. 

Three  premises  were  successfully  treated  by  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  Bed  Bug  Infestation,  and  four  premises  for  Plea  Infestation.
